KILLED BY 
FERD B. KENNETT. 


Former St. Louis Police Chie 
Shoots His Erstwhile Partner. 


BITTER PERSONAL QUARREL. 


Was wh Known in St. Louis, Had 
High Connections and Made a Ree- 
ord Socially and Officially. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 11.—Ferb B. 
Kennett, ex-Chief of Police of St. Louls, 
Mo., shot and instantly killed A. B. Lawson, 
a detective and former partner of Kennett. 
The shooting took place in Lawson's office, 
on New High street about 4 o’clock. There 
were no witnesses to the affair. All that is 
known of ‘how it occurred comes from Ken- 
nett’s lips. ‘ 

There has been bad feeling between the 
two men for some time over business mat- 
ters. Kennett claimed that he had been 
unable to get a settlement from Lawson 
and was determined to do so. Yesterday 
afternoon he went to Lawson’s office, he 
Says, to make a final effort to come to 
terms. He entered the office of his former 
partner and seated himself across the table 
at which Lawson was seated. 

A heated argument immediately began. 
Lawson made a pass as though to draw a 
revolver and Kennett, thinking he was 
about to shoot, drew his own weapon and 
fired three times. ‘ 

Lawson fell back and expired almost im- 
mediately. One bullet entered an inch above 
the navel and the other two just below the 
left breast. 

as the shooting was over Ken- 
nett turned to leave the office. As he 
passed out the door Deputy Sheriff Kearney 
met him and took him into custody. en- 
nett made no resistance. He gave up his 
gun and walked quietly to jail. 

Albert Lawson, Jr., son of the murdered 
man, was in the next room at the time of 
the shooting. He heard the sound of the 
shots in his father’s office and ran to his 
assistance. Kennett was already gone, but 
Lawson lay in his blood. The boy 
realized immediately what had happened. 

For God's sake, give me a gun. He's 
shot the old man, he yelled to a friend as 
he ran wildly out of the room. His friend 
had no weapon and the maddened boy 
started up the street to find one when he 
was apprehended by the Sheriff and 
quieted. 

Kennett has been in California for some 

ears in the detective business.

A RIGHTEOUS VETO. 


By his veto of the corporation con- 
solidation bill Gov. Altgeld has again 
given the people of Illinois cause for 
thankfulness that they have a man in 
the gubernatorial chair who has the will 
and the courage to protect them against 
a lobby-ridden Legislature. 

Gov. Altgeld’s action is fully justified 
by the provisions of the bill and the 
concise but forcible reasons he gives for 
his veto. They discredit in advance the 
inevitable charge that he was actuated 
by prejudice against corporations and a 
low desire to curry favor with the mass 
of the people. 

The bill, like its kindred measures, the 
Chicago gas and street railroad con- 
solidation bills, which met the same fate, 
embodied an indecent example of legisla- 
tive subservience to corporation influ- 
-@nece. It was an outrageous betrayal of 
the people who glected the legislators to 
make laws for protection of the rights 
and interests of the whole community. 
The bill enabled any number of corpora- 
tions organized for similar purposes to 
consolidate and enjoy all the powers, 
privileges and franchises held by each 
company before consolidation. It con- 
ferred upon the corporations of the State 
an unlimited power of monopoly without 
a single clause for the protection or com- 
pensation of the people. 

Gov. Altgeld formulated a platform 
upon which all honest men should stand 
when he wrote in the closing sentence 
of his message, “to deliberately legalize 
monopoly and make absolutely no pro- 
vision for protecting the people from ex- 
tortion and oppression would be a crime.” 

If there is fear of corporate power or 
prejudice against corporations in the 
public mind it is not due to public officials 
who denounce and prevent such crimes, 
but to corporation managers who are led 
by greed to seck to perpetrate them 
through the corruption of Legislatures. 


SCHOOL RAIDS ARD JOBS. 


The proposition to increase the salaries 
of the executive and clerical force to the 
amount of $3,880 will come before the 
Schoo! Board to-night and there should 
be enough members present with the best 
interests of the schools at heart to defeat 
this raid on the school funds. 

The proposed increases are unjustifia- 
ble at this time. There is no need for 
them. Employes of the Board are re- 
ceiving good pay, from the Superintend- 
ent down, and the finances of the Board 
are not in a condition to warrant swelling 
the salary list. 

For years past the Board has been put- 
ting up the plea of poverty in excuse for 
failure to provide sufficient accommoda- 
tions for the school children and to make 

proper improvements and repairs. Every 
year the problem of how to make the 
funds meet the needs of the schools has 
been a puzzling one and the schools have 
suffered because of an alleged lack of 
funds.

For the first time ‘a 2 Ao history the 
people of the United States find ‘them- 
selves absorbed in the @iscussion of the 
money question—not greenbacks, nor 
bank notes, nor any other form $f rep- 
resentative money—but real money, pri- 
mary money. money, of retilemption—sil- ; 
ver and gold. 

It is a complex eee having to do 
with ratios, parity; units, standards, 
grains, decimals and other features new 
and strange to the popular mind, and it is 
not surprising that the popular mind is 
confused agd.bewildered by a subject of 
which bankers, capitalists, money deal- 
ers and financiers assume to be the sole 
custodians and interpreters. But the 
matter is one of the profoundest popular 
concern, for it is a matter of dollars 
and this involves all contracts, the values 
of all kinds of property, all debts, credits, 
Obligations and dues, all stocks, bonds, 
notes and accounts—all inheritances, 
taxes, damages, fees, commissions, pen- 
alties, prices and wages. It is not, there- 
fore, a question for bankers and money 
dealers alone, since it affects the daily 
interests of every family and every in- 
dividual in the land. 

And besides, the people have no con- 
fidence in the disposition of the moneyed 
interests to deal fairly with the subject. 
It was the moneyed interests that un- 
settled the subject in 1878, when it was at 
rest, by dropping silver dollars out of the 
coinage, thus virtually demonetizing a 
metal that had served as money among 
all nations from the beginning of trade 
and among the American people from the 
beginning of their history. Id and 
silver are the money of the consiitution— 
not made money by the constitution, for 
they were used as money before the con- 
stitution—but recognized by that instru- 
ment, just as life, iberty and the pursuit 
of happiness are recognized by it as fund- 
amental human rights. 

The coinage act of 1873 took from silver 
the ancient right of free coinage and 
thereby took from the people, without 
their consent and without their knowl- 
edge, one-half their future supply of 
metal money. When the people discov- 
ered what had been done, they began 
to demand the restoration of their an- 
cient and constitutional money, and it is 
because their demand has been again and 
again disregarded that they are now re- 
peating it with stern emphasis and bid- 
ding all other questions to wait until 
this one is settled.

RACE-TEACK GAMBLING. 


The race track gamblers are gathering 
their lobby forces for a. final assault on 
the Illinois Legislature. They expect the 
confusion of the closing days ef the Leg- 
islature to help put through a measure 
to legalize race track gambling. 

The outcome of the struggle will dem- 
onstrate whether the majority of the 
members: of the Legislature are honest 
or dishonest.’ The isaue is clear between 
honesty and dishonesty, decency and 
corruption. Legislators cannot hide be- 
hind the confusion of the close of the 
session or pleas of misapprehension. Any 
race track bill that goes through the 
Legislature will be backed by gamblers 
and passed by boodle. Its sole object 
will be to enable the blacklegs of the race 
track to degrade the sport of horse racing 
by making it an adjunct of tin-horn gam- 
bling and to rob the public. 

If the gamblers succeed in passing a 
bill it will be convincing proof that the 
lobby is as strong in Springfield as it is 
reputed to-be. The men who vote for it 
will be good men to keep at home here- 
after.

ROBBED AND MURDERED. 


Brutal Killing of Albert McPeck, a 

Wealthy Indian Territory Farmer. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

FORT SMITH, Ark., June 11.—The story 
of a most brutal crime comes from Bartles- 
Ville, I. T. Albert McPeck, a prosperous 
farmer, had been in town buying provisions 
andson his way home was overtaken, it is 
said, by Ed McKinney and Henry Hoffman 
who demanded money.
